The plan to bring about active codperation 
between the railroads and the charity work- 
ers of the country in the solution of the 
vagrancy problem was announced by Or- 
lando F. Lewis of New York, superintendent 
of the joint application bureau of the charity 
organization society and of the association 
for improving the condition of the poor. 


Tramps Cost Roads Vast Sum. 

„ Supt. Lewis declared that the cost of the 
tramps to the railroads annually is $2,500,000. 
He said that during the last year the tramps 
who infest every trunk line have been re- 
sponsible for railroad wrecks, the burning 
of depots, great loss of life, numberclese 
Ares in box cars, and property losses mount- 
ing into the millions, He declared that 
tramps, to take revenge on society, tampered 
with switches, interfered with signals, and 
even killed railroad employés, 

Supt. Lewis addressed a specia) session 
of the conference, which had been called for 
the purpose of discussing the vagrancy prob- 
lem, which he declared was the most im- 
portant problem facing the charity workers 
ot the country today. He read letters from 
Hill and McCrea and Harriman and Trues- 
dale, Delano of the Wabash, and President 
Murray of the Baltimore and Ohio, and half 
a hundred other railroad chiefs, in which 
they agreed that the vagrancy problem was 
ene which had to be met at once and offered 
to codperate with the charity workers in 
any movement they might set in motion, 


J. J. Hill Points Out Menace. .. 

In his letter President Hill of the Great 
Northern declared that hundreds of idle men 
infest the empty cars of the Great Northern 
during the summer months, set them on fire, 
pilfer, and steal. 

„ Tramps, he said, attempt to secret 
themselves on every train at any risk. A 
considerable number of these are killed or 
injured each year. They get on or off trains 
while in motion, and some suffer in life or 
limb. Others fall off the trains while asleep. 
It would be difficult to gather reliable statis- 
tics on this point, because a large per- 
centage of the tramps reported as killed 
on the railroads are really murdered. Men 
returning from the harvest fields with their 
wages are killed for their money by their 
more vicious and criminal fellows, the body 
is flung from the train while in motion and 
the reported death by railroad casualty is 
actually a case of homicide.” 

President Hill concluded his letter by offer- 
ing to coJperate with the charity workers in

Redmond Prindiville's Life End- 
ed by North Clark Street Car. 


DRAGGED FOR SEVERAL FEET 


Motorman Says Accident Was Unavoid- 
able and Is Released. 


Redmond Prindiville, for many years a well 
known lake captain, was struck yesterday 
noon by a street. car as he was crossing Clark 
at Chestnut street. He died two hours later. 
He was 58 years old, and a son of the late 
John Prindiville, who also was well known as 
a lake captain. 

Another victim of street cars was @ little 
boy who was running after a baseball when 
he was crushed to death. 

Capt. Prindiville apparently did not notice

the car, but it was too late and the motorman 
was unable to stop it. Capt. Prindiville was 
caught under the fender and dragged for 
several feet. @ car was stopped after 
it had continued for more than ite length. 

The accident, at the busy noon hour, at- 
tracted a large crowd. A police ambulance, 
which arrived within two or three minutes, 
conveyed the captain to his residence, 388 
State street. 

Motorman of Car Released. 


Policemen from the Chicago avenue station 
had a talk with W. T. Savage, motorman of 
the street car, who told them Capt. Prindi- 
ville had stepped directly in front of the 
car. On this explanation Savage was re- 
leased, but was notified to be present at the 
inquest which will be held tomorrow morn- 
ing at the residence. 

Capt. Prindiville’s injuries consisted of a 
broken left arm, a crushed chest, several 
broken ribs, and a severely lacerated scalp. 
He was conscious when he was picked up 
and remained so almost to the time of his 
death at 2:15 o'clock. Dr. Philip Doane and 
Dr. Coleman Buford, who attended him, said 
he died from the shock. 

Redmond Prindiville was captain of vari- 
ous lake vessels for nearly twenty years, 
his last employment in that capacity being 
in command of steamers running between 
Milwaukee and Grand Haven. One of these 
vessels was crushed in the ice fifteen years 
ago and sank after drifting several hours. 
The captain's coolness and courage resulted 
in saving the passengers and crew. Of late 
yellrs he had been employed by the city aga 
vessel dispatcher at the foot of Rusa street. 


Son of Pioneer Broker. 

Capt. Prindiville never married. His father, 
who had been a member of the board of 
trade since its organigation, died à year ago. 
Capt. Prindiville lived with his step-mother

CALLED A DREAM. 


M. Nelidoff, Head of The 

Hague Conference, Tells 

Delegates War Cannot 
Be Abolished. 


ROOSEVELT IS PRAISED. 


| [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
THE HAGUE; June 15.—The second inter- 
national peace conference assembled at 8 
o'clock this afternoon in the hall of knights, 
Bittenhof palace. Practically every one of 
the 239 seate assigned to thé delegates and 
attaches was occupied. The proceedings 
were opened without formality. Dr. Van 
Tets Van Goudriaan, Holland's minister of 


gates In behalf of the queen. In doing so he 
took occasion to express the gratitude of the 
conference to “the eminent statesman who 
presides over the degtinies of the United 
States, who powerfully contributed to the 
growth of the seed sown by the august initi- 
ator of our solemn international! assemblies 
to discuss and define international law.“ 

The minister then introduced M. Nelidoff, 
Russlan ambassador to France, and sug- 
geaied his election to the presidency of the 
conference, which was done. 

No business was transacted by the con- 
ference and after M. Nelidoff's speech of ac- 
ceptance of the presidency the conference 
adjourned unt Wednesday. | 


Sedateness Marks Proceedings. 

The sober coloring of its meeting place ac- 
corded naturally with the sedate proceed- 
ings. The hall recalls the old Calvinistic 
church rather than a hall of knights. Its 
arched oak roof, bare white walls, and 
stained glasa windows set the delegates in a 
sort of religious light. The only touches of 
color were the emblazoned shields of the 
dynasties dating back to the ancient dukes of 
Holland, which are studded along the walls. 

The delegates sat at green baize tables 
placed in the alphabetical order of their 
countries in the French language. Thus on 
the president's right “Allemagne” and 
‘‘Amerique” gave the first two groups of 
places to the German and United States dele- 
gates. France and “Grande-Bretagne” were 
seated alongside. Further around the hall 
the large number of Central and South 
American republics represented gave a pre- 
ponderantly Latin appearance to the ensem- 
ble of the conference. 

Some excitement was caused during the 
day by the report that an anarchist plot 
against the conference had been discovered. 
No outrage, however, was attempted. 


Nelidoff’s Opening Speech. 

In accepting the presidency of the confer- 
ence M. Nelidoff said: 

„ well know that in so doing,it was 
your intention to pay homage to the sover- 
eign I have the honor to represent, to whose 
initiative the peace conferences have been 
due and to whom his excellency, Dr. Van 
Tets Van Goudriaan, has alluded in terms 
which deeply touched me. 

“You also doubtless wished to perform an 
act of deference towards the distinguished 
statesman, Dr. Van Tets Van Goudriaan, who 
proposed me. I believe, therefore, that I 
shall be responding to your unanimous senti- 
ment in requesting his excellency Dr. Van 
Tets Van Goudriaan, to preserve his connec- 
tion with the conference by accepting the 
title ot honorary president, 

I also propose to offer the vice presidency 
to the first Netherlands delegate, M. de Beau- 
fort, during whose term of office as foreign 
minister the conference of 1899 was held. 

„ It is unnecessary to say that I shall do 
everything in my power to render our labors 
most fruitful by endeavoring to preserve har- 
mony, seeking points of contact, and avoid- 
ing anything which may give rise to too 
marked divergencies of opinion. 

“I hope to be able to count on your kindly 
codperation and amiable indulgence to geo- 
ond the good will I bring to the task.” 


Thank Netherlands Queen. 

M. Nelidoff then asked for authorization 
to send, in the name of the conference, a 
telegram to the queen of the Netherlands 
expressing gratitude at the gracious wel- 
come accorded the delegates and their hom- 
age and respectful devotion. 

Continuing M. Nelidoff said: “ After the 
eloquent words heard from Dr. Van Tests 
van Gourdain it will be unnecessary for me to 
recall the circumstance which led up to the 
summoning of the second peace conference 
or to allude to the share taken in its oonvo·

We used to 
get along better in the old days, for there was 
a time between the football in the fall and the 
baseball and rowing in the spring when there 
was a chance to do some studying. 

“Now the mind of the athiete is devoted 
to recordn, food, eating or drinking, so he 
has no vitality left for the Intel ectual devel- 
opment. His energy is all used up in train- 
ing. It is a continual session all year. The 
only thing he reads is the newspapers, and 
then the sporting events are about all in them 
that interests him. 

This is a progressive age, and the athietie 
spirit has gone down info the school life deep- 
ly. Thanks to the eligibility rules, there has 
been a litt'e check put upon the ambitious 
athletes. We snould have intellectual sports 
for summer camps, just like the summer 
schools. There are several subjects that 
ought to, be included in the life of the young 
people when away for the summer. 


Urges Music in Camp. 


“The moment you make the whole in- 
terest in camp life the bady, you impair even 
that body. The main thing for after years 
is a sound nervous system and that should 
be the central thought. The nervous sys- 
tem should be built up, for many occupa- 
tions make a call upon it, not only intel- 
lectual work, but manual work as well, . 

In camp, music ie one thing that should 
be taken up. It is a great training for the 
nervous system and a source of pleasure 
for all classes, even for those whose occu- 
pations are chiefly manual. 

“Then there is drawing and sketching. 
It will occupy entertainingly th eyes, fingers, 
and minds of the scholars in camp. It will 
keep them out of doors and they will become 
acquainted with nature thoroughly. 

“It is not exhausting to combine body and 
intellectual labor. In fact, & is better to 


mix them.“

SEI Statue 
Awaits Unveiling . 


* 


After thirteen years of delay and varying 
fortune the project to erect a monument to 
Carter H. Harrison, the martyr mayor of 
Chicago, is about to beirealized, and within 
the space of three weeks the heroic bronze 
Statue of Mayor Harrison will be unveiled 
and dedicated to Union park. Although 
definite plans for the ceremony have not 


‘been made, the dedication probably will take 


place on July 4 A meeting of the officers 
of the Carter Harrison Memorial association 
will be held this week and decide upon the 
date and the exercises for the occasion. 

The monument will be of bronze, 8 feet 
in height, and surmounting a granite pedes- 
tal of the same height. The statue will be 
located about the middle of the park, a little 
south of Washington boulevard and facing 
north. The figure is the work of Frederick 
C. Hibbard, a well known Chicago sculptor, 
and the work of casting and mounting was 
awarded to the American Bronze Foundry 
company of Chicago. 

Upon the front face of the pedestal will 
be a tablet with the following inecription, 
taken from a speech delivered by Mayor Har- 
rison at the world’s fair, on the day of his 
assassination, Oct. 28, 1893: 

Genius is but audacity and the audacity 
of Chicago has chosen a star. It has looked 
upward to it and knows nothing that it fears 
to attempt, and thus far has found nothing 
that it can not accomplish.” 


$10,000,000 FOR CAR LINE 


CITY RAILWAY COMPANY A- 
THORIZES BOND ISSUE. 


First Step Taken for Rehabilitation 
of Roadbed and Service as Re- 
quired by Traction Treaty—Con- 
tract Already Made for 10,000 Tons 
of Railse—Surprise. Expressed That 
Loan Is to Be Fleated by Chicago 
Banks Instead of in New York. 


The Chicago City railway has arranged to 
raise the first installment of the $16,000,000 
that will be required for the rehabilitation 
of its roadbed and service under the terms 
of the traction settlement. It has authorized 
a bond issue of $10,000,000, three-fifths of 
which will be floated jointly by the First 
Trust and Savings bank and the Harris Trust 
and Savings bank. 

This transaction was made public yester- 
day afternoon and caused the expression of 
considerable surprise that the funds were 
to be furnished to so large an extent by Chi- 
cago interests. It has been the general be- 
lief hitherto that on account of the interest 
of J. P. Morgan in the company the money 
would be furnished by New York interests. 


Hold $4,000,000 in Reserve. 

The bond issue was authorized at a spe- 
cial meeting of the directors Friday after- 
noon. There were present Chairman John 
A. Spoor, President Thomas E. Mitten, 8. M. 
Felton, A. J. Earling, and Edward Morris. 
It was decided to place $6,000,000 of the $10,- 
000,000 issue on the market at once 4nd hold 
the remainder in reserve. 

After the meeting E. K. Boisot of the First 
Trust and representatives of the Harris in- 
stitution conferred with the directors and 
entered into an agreement to underwrite the 
$6,000,000 block of securities. The entire 
issue is one of twenty-year first mortgage 5 
per cent bonds. 


Orders 10,000 Tons of Rails. 

The money will be expended for rails, cars, 
and materia, and for labor on reconstruc- 
tion under the supervision of the board of 
engineers, of which Bion J. Arnold is chair- 
man. The company has contracted for 10,000 
tons of grooved steel rails, 400 tons Of which 
are being delivered. 

The actual rehabilitation was begun last 
week when a gang of men.was set at work 
laying a new track in Root street from the 
stockyards to Wentworth avenue.

SERMON IN CHICAGO CHURCH 
BY ARCHBISHOP OF MANILA. 


The Very Rev. Jeremiah J. Harty Will 
Preach to All Saints’ Congregation 
This Morning. 


The Very Rev. Jeremiah J. Harty. arch- 
bishop of Maniia, one of the most prominent 
churchman-diplomats of the Philippines, ar- 
rived in Chicago late yesterday afternoon 
from Washington and Philadeiphia. He was 
entertained last night at All Saints’ parish 
house, and will celebrate mass this morning 
at All Saints’ church, Wallace street and 
Twenty-fifth place. 
bishop James E. Quigley and Bishop P. J. 
Muldoon. 

It Was largely through the efforts of Arch- 
bishop Harty that the United States govern- 
ment purchased 4€0,000 acreg of land held by 
the church orders. 

The federal government bought the land 
outright’ and there was no thought of con- 
fiscation,”’ said the archbishop. After the 
purchase the land was divided up into forty 
acre farms and thrown open for settlement 
the same as public lands in the United States. 
The people of the Philippines are taking ad- 
vantage of the government’s generosity and 
are devoting themselves to agriculture. 

“In the lands are 400,000 native children 
who are attending the public schools. They 
are learning rapidly and already English is 

taking the place of Spanigh and is becoming 
the preferred language. Each year sees a 
number of Filipinos coming to this country 
tor their education: Next fall forty students 
will be sent to the best Catholic schools of 
this country to complete their training for 
the priesthood. We peed more men in the 
priesthood and in the min:siry, and the ob- 
ject of my present visit was largely to urge 
upon. churchmen the needs of our posses- 

sions.”" - 

Archbishop Harty will leave Chicago this 
evening for Seattle, from which port he will 
sail for the Philippines on Juné 29.

BERLIN, June 15.‘ New York's specula- 
tive crage impressed me as highly detrimental 
to the soundness of the American national 
chareoter,” sat Private Councilor Theodore 
Hamptenmecher, government supervisor of 
the Berlin boerse, In am interview today. 

Hemptenmacher has just returned from the 
United States, where he has been Investigat- 
ying American stock exchange conditions with 
a view to obtaining suggestione for the possi- 
ble widening of the speculative facilities of 
the Berlin boerse. Continuing, he said: 

“T must confess that I was not favorably 
struck with the unlimited speculative free- 
dom of the great New York market. The 
ticker service, for instance, appeared to me 
to be a most dangerous and undesirabie feat- 
ures inasmuch as it tenda enormously to en- 
courage the habit of feverish speculation 
among classes of people who are totally in- 
experienced in stock exchange methods. 


Members More Responsible. 

“What appealed to me as a highly praise- 
worthy thing in New York is the care taken 
regarding the selection of stock exchange 
members, whereby only those are admitted 
whose sponsors will furnish a material 
‘guarantee. This forme a striking contrast 
to Berlin's method, which demands a mere 
written intro@uction testifying to the mem- 

er's personal respectability. 

„ was astonished, however, at one un- 
progressive feature of the New York ex- 
change, namely, the fact thet the member- 
ship list remains numerically the same as 
twenty years ago. This seems to me incon- 
sistent with the gigantic growth of New 
York’s population and its importance as an 
international money center, which calle for 
at least double the number of members, 
One of the evils resulting from this hyper- 
exclusiveness ip not only the inordinately 
high price of membership, but the existence 
of a curbstone stock exchange. 

„ was surprised to observe the hit or 
miss system upon which quotations are re- 
ported. In Berlin accuracy is guaranteed 
by a process of veriijcation of all quotations 
by responsible officials.” 

It was pointed out to Hemptenmacher that 
the German financial world has been for 
years clamoring for a new boerse law which 
would lighten thediMiculties of brokerage 
operations and enable the Berlin, Frank- 
fort, and Hamburg exchanges to do a heavy 
volume of business, which now is diverted 
to New York, London, Paris, and Vienna. 
He replied: 

Difference in Temperament. 

„No possible reform of our boerse laws 
could even cause an approach to the Ameri- 
can colossal speculative mania. This is due 
largely to the difference in national tempera- 
ment, which makes a German hold to what 
he has, while an American will sacrifice all 
he owns for the sake of gaining more.“ 

Hemptenmacher says he had the great good 
fortune to be present in the pit of the Chicago 
board of trade at the end of April, when the 
drought in Kansas and Oklahoma was the 
cause of a tremendous upheaval in the wheat 
market. That scene of intense excitement, 
he said, was never equaled in the Berlin 
boerse, except, perhaps, on the day of the 
announcement of the outbreak of the Russo- 
Japanese War.

EXCHANGE OF VIEWS RELATING 
0 HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


Attitude of Dutch Government Toward 
Papacy Recalls Dismissal of Nuncio 
Tarnassi in 1899—Action Led te 
Death of Diplomat of Broken Heart 
Present Pontif#® Will Stand Up for 
Rights and HWxpects to Overcome 
Opposition to Representation.

ROME, June 15.-—-During the last two 

weeks there has been a constant exchange 
of communications between the vatican and 
Monsignor Rodolfo Giovannini, papal chargé 
@’affaires at Luxembourg, who also pro- 
visorily is in ch of the interests of the 
holy see in Holland. He has had the posi- 
tion since Monsignor Tarnaessi, the nuncio 
there, was recalled after the pontiff failed to 
be invited to the conference im 1899, and was 
so struck with thie measure which ruined 
his diplomatic career that he died shortly 
after of a broken heart at the Canadian 
college here. 

It ia as easy to understand that the re- 
ports of Giovannini are all about the peace 
conference and the attitude of the Dutch 
government towards the papacy. It must 
be remembered that in 1899 Russia at first 
acted in a most correct manner towards 
the vatican and Leo XII. was satisfied. 
receiving from Count Muravieff all the cir- 
oular notes sent the powers and it was only 
when participation of the papal delegates in 
The Hague conference threatened to wreck 
the czar’s generous initiative from its birth 
that a decision was taken to leave the vat- 
ican out. 


Protests Not Lacking. 

Therefore energetic protests were not want- 
ing on the part of Leo XIII. and the secre- 
tary of state, Cardinal Rampolla, and even 
stronger ones from the Dutch Catholic 
party, which, although not numerous as 
the German center, Is important and active, 
the result of all this being a rupture of the 
diplomatic relations between the holy see 
and Holland, which relations never since 
were resumed, 

According to the most réliable information 
it appears that Pius X as a simple pari- 
arch of Venice did not approve of the violent 
action taken on that eccasion by the vat- 
ican and considered the recall of Tarnassi 
as a measure only destined further to in- 
jure the interests of the church. His views 
have not changed in eight years and as the 
pope is ably seconded by Merry del Val, he 
has now acted in accordance with them, after 
having consulted Cardinal Rampolla, who 
dealt with the whole affair in 1899, and hav- 
ing lengthily discussed it with him the pope 
decided to maintain what he considered the 
rights of the papacy to participate in all 
work which has as its aim the bringing 
about of peace and good will among men. 


Desire for Peace Uppermost. 
“We must convince,” the pope sald, not 
our friends alone, but our adversaries and 
opponents especially that all humanitarian 
principles will be advocated by us in the 
strongest manner with the n efficient re-

“EARLY ELECTION. 


Politicians in Canada See Nu- 


merous Reasons to Dis- 
solve Parliament. 


‘CANNOT “FIGHT POLICY. 


Issues on Which Premier Would 
Go to Country Said to Be 
Exceptionally Strong. 


Ottawa, Canada, June 13.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. -The opinion that there is to 
be an early dissolution of parliament and a 
full election is spreading. 

Politicians who have been through evety 
general election since the confederation are 


‘ confident that all the indications,point to an 


te the country in place of another ses- 
S the present partiiament, It is claimed 
that the differences inside the liberal party, 
not only in the province of Quebec but in On- 
tario and the maritime provinces, render 
an appeal to the country imperative if Lau- 
Tier wishes to escape a decisive defeat at 
the polls, and that the party is seriously 
damaged by the scandal revelations of the 
last two sessions, where internal quarrels 
on the spoils of office and vital federal-pro- 
vincial — have not done the same 
work. 

If Laurier due dissolves parliament de- 
fore another session, the announcement will 
have the immedfate effect of reuniting all 
dissatisfied elements in the effort to obtain 
another five years’ lease of power, with a 
fair prospect of success, and if he secures 
a majority in the . 
dal slate will be wiped clean.

Policy Cannot Be Fought. 

The policy of the government: on imperial 
affairs as it is to be presented to the coun- 
try may easily be gathered from the sum- 
mary given the other day in Ottawa by Sir 
Frederick Bordon, minister of militia. 

It is to be a policy proclaimed in the Eng- 
lish speaking provinces as a decisive step 
towards imperial unity. on the basis of an 
increaged preference for British products 
conditioned on reciprocal concessions—of an 
all British steamship and railway system of 
communications, and of measures towards a 
common military defense scheme throughout 
the empire; and, in French speaking Quebec, 
of protection of lan interests from fur- 
ther preferential concessions to the mother 
country except on conditions improving Can- 
ada’s position in the British markets and in- 
suring still more profitable returns than are 
at present received from that source; of a 
transportation system in which Canada be- 
comes the history of the empire with all the 
commercial advantages involved, mainly at 
the cost ef the mother country and Austra- 
lasia, and of a defense scheme guaranteeing 
Canada the greatest amount of protection 
at the last cost, while refusing to contribute 
Canadian money direct to the British treas- 


ury.

Vices of Lobby Are Revealed. 

The project of a Christian lobby in the 
houses of parHament and the legislatures 
is making decided headway. It has, at any 
rate, elicited the confession that the parlia- 
mentary lobby of today is pagan and evil 
It is a lobby in which money is at once the 
motive power and the end of all things, se- 
curing for its service the keenest and most 
unscrupulous brains to be had in any market, 
a lobby whose instruments buy and sell men, 
votes, principles, and everything else in poli- 
tics over which parties in power have con- 
trol, place, contracts, charters, patronage, 
lands, mir s—all that lies within the supreme 
national jurisdiction that can be in any way 
disposed of, from a $10,000 senatorship up 
to awards for supplies yielding profits of 
millions a year and gramts turning over mill- 
ions in cash down.and more millions in fu- 
ture ‘values. 

The Rev. Dr. C. 8, Eby of Kingston, Ont., 
who was entrusted with the organization 
of the Christian lobby in parliament and 
the provincial legislatures by the Montreal 
conference of the Methodist church that re- 
cently sat at Gananoque, is to enroll 10,000 
Canadians to support the movement per- 
sonally and financially: ‘The Canadian bu- 
reau is to work with that established in the 
United States. It is some ing to begin with 
that the promoters of this movement have 
aroused the Christian people of Canada to 
the fact that the loathsome thing called a 
lobby does not exist in parliament and the 
legislatures, at Ottawa and in the provinces, 
and that it is pagan in all its characteristics 
and its members are pagans, and that the 
time 1 them to the finish is coming 
near 


Trade Statistics Interesting. 

Since the last monthly bulletin showing 
Canada’s total trade with the United States, 
Great Britain, and other countries for the 
preceding twelve months, the quarterly re- 
turn for the three-quarters to the close of 
March has been issued. 

The return gives details of the totals shown 
in the monthly bulletin, but only for the 
three quarters. These tables bring out seme 
interesting resulta They show in the growth, 
quarter by quarter, of the importe the enor- 
mous proportion of goods brought in free 
of duty. Of the total Imports for the nine 
months, valued at $257,000,000, including 
$7,500,000 for coin and bullion, not less 
than $105.000,000 consisted of goods brought 
in duty free. Of this $257,000,000 the United 
States contributed within a fraction of $156,- 
— and Great Britain not quite 364, 500. 


While more than half of the $156,000,000 
from the United States, or close on to 
$70,000,000, was dutiable—the duty free por- 
tion amounting to nearly §77,000,000—the. 
goods subject to duty brought in from Great 
Britain amounted to $49,000,000, against only 
$16,000,900 free.

‘THE COST OF TRAMPS. . 

A tramp does not tramp, he rides. This 
is one of the facts brought out by Mr, O. 
F. Lewis of New Tork in a paper read 
by bim at the national conference of 
charities and correction at Minneapolis 
last Friday. Railroads are infested by 
tramps. The rallroad is the victim of 
the shortsighted’ policy of local magis- 
trates, and, in return, not with revengeful 
intent but by a sort of poetic justice, is 
the chief purveyor of tramps to the towns 
along its war. A tramp is arrested ‘for 
vagrancy. To escape the cost of his im- 
prisonment the court releases him on con- 
dition that he leaves town within twenty- 
four hours. That means that he gets on 
the first freight train and moves on to the 
next town. As every town is engaged in 
passing its tramps along the supply is 
never ending. 

If local authorities were not indifferent 
to the proportions of the tramp evik and 
willfully blind to the way in‘which it is 
perpetuated it could be ended. If every 
town sent to the rockpile every vagrant 
found within its borders the trouble would 
be ended immediately, and the expense 
would be no greater than that occasioned 
by the process of passing tramps along. 
Tranips steal as well as beg. They set 
fires carelessly and in revenge. They cost 
the town officially, and the citizens in- 
dividually, and the heavy burden placed 
upon the railroads by tramps comes upon 
the community ultimately. 

In the first five years of the century 
American railroads killed 1,960 passen- 
gers, 16,248 employés,. and 23,964 tres- 
passers on trains or tracks, the majority 
of the latter being tramps. The fact that’ 
4,000 tramps or some such number can 
be kitted upon the railroads without 
diminishing the visible supply is a clew 
to the number of them. When a town is 
unwilling to pay the hospital expenses 
of a trespasser who is injured, but not 
killed, the railroad settles the bill, but the 
public does not escape. The maimed nian 
is thenceforth a charge upon the commu- 
nity either as a beggar or in some public 
almshouse. + , 

In Europe it is as much an offense to 
trespass upon the railroad’s right of way 
as. it is to break the law in any other 
manner. The magistrates realize that it 
. is for the public good to keep unauthor- 
ized persons from walking. upon the tracks.

Reitman no longer extends 
the “glad hand,” but the tramp finds 
others. to welcome him. Chicago has 
gained during the last six months new 
machinery far administering justice, the 
| Municipal court. It has a mayor who is 
not catering to the hobo element for 
votes, and it has a chief of police who 
means business. Here and now is the 
piace and time to begin the end of the 
tramp era in American history, and in- 
cidentally of the slaughter of trespassers. 
The police should arrest every tramp who 
reaches Chicago on a freight train. If 
arrest is followed by the maximum pen- 
alty of the law there will soon be no oc- 
casion fot arrests.

He said plainly that such work, 
which, in the delivery of free ice, had 
made it possible to preserve a full sup- 
ply of pure, sweet milk for children, and 
in the maintenance of a hospital had 
brought mothers and children back to 
health and strength, had “done a meas- 
ure of good in Chicago too large to be 
estimated in figures.” 


edgments offers assurance of its intention 
to work this summer on an even larger 
scale. It began in a tentative way, be- 
lieving that it might afford a meagure of 
relief to poor families and sick children, 
and its efforts have been so successful, 
and public recognition has been so gen- 
eral, that it is encouraged to enlarge its 
sphere of usefulness and be more helpful 
to those who should profit by its labors. 
It will therefore continue the charity 
work it has maintained in the past, and 
will throw open to the invalid mothers 
and children a larger summer hospital, 
better located and more fully equipped 
than the experimental stations of past 
years. 

It is sufficient reward for any person 
or parties engaged in philanthropic work 
that its labors are productive of good 
and that visible healthful results proceed 
therefrom.

New York street car company employing 
a rude conductor—he called a passenger 
“a poor bum ”"—will serve as an admoni- 
| tion to other companies, It has been 
judicially decided that such a corporation 
is as much responsible to the public for 


Skill, and judgment. If an employé 
causes an accident through carelessness 
or unfitness for the work assigned him 
| the company must pay for personal in- 
juries caused thereby. If a passenger is 
insulted the company is equally’ responsi- 
ble for the mental discomfort occasioned. 

Another New York court has made a 
curious distinction, holding that a hotel 
keeper is not responsible for the conduct 
of his employés. One dissenting justice 
points out that this is contrary to reason 
and rests entirely upon an English de- 
cision of 300 years ago which is not ap- 
plicable at the present day. Other courts 
will probably not follow this decision. 
In this case the room of a woman stay- 
ing at a hotel was invaded by drunken 
employés of the hotel and she was greatly 
frightened and distressed. The court held, 
in effect, that she might have the rowdies 
arrested, but that she could not recover 
damages from the proprietor of the hotel. 
Yet it was the fact of their employment 
by the hotel which gave them the op- 
portunity to commit their offense, and the 
proprietor should have exercised greater 
caution and not have employed in his 
building men who could not be trusted to 
respect the privacy of his guests. 

In Chicago there has been little com- 
plaint of the manners of the street car 
employés. There are occasional cases of 
‘rudeness on Sundays and holidays when 
the crowds are greatest and when there 
is sometimes a certain amount of rowdy- 
ism among the. passengers. In general, 
the Chicago street car employés behave 
admirably. Still it is well for the super- 
intendents of the companies to bear in 
mind that their employers are financially 
responsible for the manners of the men 
they hire. The natural changes among 80 
large a number of men requires the con- 
stant addition of new men and in choosing 
these . politeness and self-control will 
probably be considered even more than in 
the past. Politeness in a hotel employé 
is a purchasable commodity, but as one 
cannot tip.a conductor the company must 
make sure that he has decent manners. 


THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 

The second Hague conference, which 
met yesterday, is in a sense a parliament 
of the world. Forty-six nations are rep- 
resented there. The proceedings of the 
parliament will be interesting, but its con- 
clusions are not likely to be the heralds of 
an era of peace and good will. The small- 
er, weaker countries will welcome every 
pacific suggestion. Some of the more pow- 
erful nations will refuse to agree to or 
even to discuss measures designed to put 
limits on the size of their military estab- 
lishments. Their fears or their jealousics 
compel them to veto such measures per- 
emptorily. or 

The men who pfay for the abolition of 
war were bitterly disappointed when the 
first Hague conference, called to induce 
the nations to disarm, accomplished 
nothing in that direction. Soon after its 
adjournment came the long war in South 
Africa, follawed by the bloody strife be- 
tween Russia and Japan. In spite of the 
destruction of life and wealth océasioned 
by the two wars the question of the limi- 
tation of armaments is not to be passed 
on at this conference. Such a limitation 
would be a blessing to the taxpayers of 
Europe, but it is to be denied them be- 
cause the rulers of a few nations say they 


shall not be given it.

The same actors who 
produced this picturesque variety were 
also seen in scores of melodramas and 
spectacular plays, such as The Warlock 
of the Glen,” Spectre Bridegroom,” “ Id- 
fot Witness,” “Castle of Olivat,” “ Cher- 
ry and Fair Star,” “ The Murderess; or, 
Wite df Seren “Husbands,” “* Lafitte, 
the Pirate ‘of the Gulf,“ an nu- 
merous comedies and farces, panto- 
mimes, and nautical dramas. What 
would actors nowadays think were 
| they obliged to have tuch an extensive 
repertory, ranging from tragedy to farce, 
pantomime to spectacle? And what would 
the audiences of today think if they were 
expected to sit through performances of 
“Fazio” and “The Taming of the 
Shrew ” one evening, Romeo and Juliet” 
and “The Taming of the Shrew” the 
next evening, and a few nights later 
“ Macbeth” and “The Taming of the 
Shrew?’ The times have changed. 

It is a far cry back to those days of 
1839, but the city’s theater of that time 
should be ever memorable, for Joseph Jef- 
ferson, a lad of 10, was the singing actor 
ot the troupe—a handsome boy with 
blond hair, 4 favorite with theatergoers 
even then. He often delighted them with 
Lord Lovell” and other ballads, and 
some sailor songs. One night, when Will- 
iam Warren, who had come on from Bos- 
ton, appeared in “The Rivals,” Master 
Joseph sang a comic song, “ Ti-tum-ti,”’ 
between the comedy and the farce which 
convulsed his auditors almost as much as 
‘Warren’s drollery had done. Jefferson lit- 
tle dreamed at that time that his own Bob 
Acres would be one of the most finished 
productions upon the American stage and 
that his name alone of all that 1839 com- 
pany would be known to fame. 


WOMEN STILL SEW. 

The statement recently made 
80,000,000 spools of thread are annually 
purchased by Chicago housewives is en- 
couraging to those who have regarded 
sewing as a lost art and have believed 
that in the feminine mind the needle has 
been supplanted by the pen or the golf 
stick. But in reality what do these fig- 
ures stand for? Do they mean overwork, 
nervousness, and vanity, or are they a 
sign ‘of successful .achievement, of the 
triumph of femininity, and of a com- 
mendable practice. of economy? Some 
hygienists say that the needle is a foe to 
women, that it encourages their nerve dis- 
eases and makes them stoop shouldered, 
but on the other hand women themselves 
have been heard to say that sewing is 
the art that soothes and that the needle 
is an aid td the imagination. 

But whatever hygienists or pessimists 
may say, and however much the price of 
thread may soar, one thing is sure, that 
nothing will ever part a woman from her 
needle or educate her beyond a depend- 
ence, upon thread. 


“INCLUDING.. TOBACCO.” 

The Illinois legislature’ has defined to- 
bacco, when smoked in cigarets, as a del- 
etérious substance.” The state Supreme 
couft and perhaps that of the United 
States will be asked to pass on the legis- 
lative definition. If it shall be sustained 
the manufacture and sale of cigarets will 
be illegal in IIIInois. 

According to a story which is generally 
believed the legislature did not know that 
it was putting tobacco on the black list. 
The general impression was that the anti- 
cigaret bill forbade the sale of cigarets 
containing any substatice deleterious to 
health.” The words “including tobacco ” 
are said to have been deftly slipped in 
while the tobaceo trust was off watch. If 
the story be true, it will-have to be ad- 
mitted that the advocates of reform meas- 
ures are as expert in the art of hoodwink- 
ing a legislature as the old hands who slip 
in “jokers” for the benefit of corporations.

Some doctors 
will swear that tobacco harms exerybody, 
and others that everything depends upon 
whether it is used in moderation or to ex- 
cess.

According to its ad- 
vertisement appearing in the Chicago papers 
we are led to believe their reason for cut- 
ting out the flat rate service is wholly for 
the benefit of the public} but let us analyze 
some of its figures, The company admits 
there are oniy 9,800 flat rate telephones that 
the new ordinance would affect. This is 
about 6 per cent of all. the telephones in 
use according to its figures. For the sake of 
the argument, assume that the 9,800 flat rate 
telephones are used constantly during the 
twenty-four hours; also that two-thirds of 
the messages are useless. That would leave 
less than 6,600 telephones cut out of service 
if the proposed ordinance were passed, which 
is less than 8 per cent of the entire number 
of telephones in use. Therefore the service 
could not be improved more than 8 per cent. 
Again, we are led to believe that 'two-thirds 
of the 9,800 flat rate telephones do not abuse 
the service; according to the company’s own 
figures the rates on two-thirds of these fele- 
phones would be reduced by the new ordi- 
nance, which. would leave only about 3,300 
lat rate telephones that might possibly 
abuse the service. Allowing one-third of the 
calls as being legitimate, this would leave 
only 2.200 telephones to be cut out of service 
under the proposed ordinance, or less than 2 
per cent. How is it that the entire telephone 
service can de so badly crippled by so small 
& per cent of its subscribers? It seems to me 
the telephone company fears that the sub- 
scribers will find the rates so high under the 
new ordinance that if the flat rate is al-

From the forthcoming Hague conference we should ask, I think, 
chiefly two things, and if both of them should be given us, a long step 
forward would be taken.

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For the Sears life is of the simplest, and more—it 
is ved and not preached. The home at the corner of 
South Oak Park avenue and Pleasant street in Oak 
Park is outshone by a half hundred other houses in 
the village. The summer home of the Sears family at 
Gray's Lake, III., merely is a strictly modern farm- 
house, fronting the lake from a stretch of virgin 
timber, while behind it and to the right and left are 
ecres and acres of farming land sown to grass and 
planted to corn, and tiled and tilled in a manner to 
make an object lesson of it to passing farmers. 

It is between the home in Oak Park and the farm 
et Gray's Lake that the Sears simple life is lived, 
year after year. A two months’ stay in Burope last 
winter, in which they simply were Mr. and Mra. K W. 
Sears, without letters of introduction or letters of 
credit, was the first break—and probably the last—in 
She routine of this simple life. 

Today on the Gray's Lake farm the little Gearses 
ere running wild in the woods bareheaded and sun- 
burned and often tattered. There are four of them— 
two girls and two boys—and frequently in the Iittie 
main street of Gray's Lake village, two mifles away, 
a two seat runabout brings the father in flannel shirt 
and overalls bowling up to “the store,” with the four 
little Searses hanging on to the vehicle just as they

The Sears summer home is a practical farm, large- 
ly that when the two boys are old enough they shall 
lend a hand to the sowing and the harvesting of. the 
farm crops. In the meantime the father in flannels 
and overalls, working at the roughest of his work 
when he finds the time, is keeping close to that nature 
which alone is holding his perspectives clear and hie 
Sense of proportion true. 

I have talked with the millionaire advocate of the 
simple Ufe, who, dwellihg on his riches, has shown 
me the miserly poverty of his mature I have seen 
the millionaire advocate of the complex life, dwelling 
upon his riches and proving how wealth had dis- 
torted his views of rational living. But a new note 
has been struck for mé in the character of this man 
Bears, who dons flannels and overallg to forget his 
Wealth and its responsibilities; who cherishes the 
friends of his poverty in order not to be reminded of 
it; and who, with all the suggestion of extravagances 
which wealth might have prompted, finds nothing 
Which it can buy to add to the gentle home life that 
Was his years ago.

Story Wonderful as That of Aladdin. 

Commonplace as it seems to this man— tation 
eperator only a few years ago in the lumber woods 
of Minnesota and today president of a corporation of 
$40,000, capital employing in plant and subsidiary 
manufacturing stations 18,000 workers, and making 
annual sales of $50,000,000 a year—the Sears rise after 
eli is akin to the story of Aladdin's lamp. It is only 
that instead of a lamp to be rubbed it was that 
silver watch. 

There were no particular promptings to a mercan- 
tile life in this young Sears. He wanted more money 
than the $50 a month and board, and in his fuel and 
lumber yard in Redwood Falls he was making more 
than hie salary every month. But this §9 watch came 
G. O. D., with a suggestion from the shipping house 
that the young telegraph operator could ke a nice 
profit selling them to agents and railroad men 
throughout the northwest. The price at whieh that 
wateh could be delivered to him away up there aston- 
ished young Sears. Between the railroad men—buy- 
ing and selling these watches with three ounce silver 
cases and jeweled movements—the standard figure 
Was $20! 

On the mall train of that night was a letter ad- 
G@ressed by Sears to a standard watch manufactory 
making inquiry as to the price at which it would 
deliver him watches at Redwood Falls for retail The 
Sgure quoted him on that particular grade of watch, 
Cc O. D., was $9.40. It was a better watch. The day 
that the quotation was received Sears wrote forty 
letters to forty men in forty different towns—the 
Swing of the olf Western Union “hand” on the rali- 
way letter headse—asking if these men would not like 
to buy a good watch, cash on delivery with examina- 
Mon privileges, paying $11.90 each. The percentage 
ef these men who wanted just such a watch was 
@hermous, and on that first deal Sears cleared $200. 


* 
Goes Into Business of Selling Watches. 

This was the Sears beginning. He resigned his 
pest at Redwood Falls and went to Minneapolis, sell- 
tame out his fuel and lumber interests. He was a mail 
@rder merchant almost as unexpectedly as he might 
have become a skilled surgeon with a practice of 
$60,000 a year! 

The Minneapolis move was as successful. Sears 
branched to Chicago and also was so successful that 
Within two years he had cleaned up $200,000, solely 
on $9.40 watches at $11.90 apiece. 

But the hard times of 1998 came on. Men don't 
buy watches in Hard times. Sears had nursed the 
idea of starting a\bank on this competency, which he

telt he had rounded out, His idea had been to 80 
back to some good town in the northwest for the K- 
periment and he went. But northwestern towns were 
slow after the pace of the cities. 

Sears put on his thinking cap. Ig these hard 
times in which watches were not salable he would 
lose his business prestige if he sat back waiting for 
a return of the time when watches again woud be 
salable. The result of his thinking was to add to his 
line some of the necessities even of hard times. Bus- 
gies, harness, and sewing machines were the articles 
that appealed to him, and he had letter heads printed 
indicating his widening of the business. Then he 
prepared to feel his way for the one location. for 
the plant. 

His new letter heads showed the Chicago house to 
be only a branch office, the Minneapolis street and 
number designating the main house, But in spite of 
this, Mr. Sears discovered that almost three to one 
of his customers preferred to send their orders to the 
Chicago branch number. He closed the Minneapolis 
headquarters and came to Chicago, taking a five years’ 
lease on a five story building tn West Adams street 
at a rental of $5,600 a year,

himesif. But within a year he and A. W. Roebuck, 
with whom he bed gone into partmership, assigned 
the unexpired five year lease and moved into another 
building three times as large as the first one.

Business Capitalized at Forty Millions. 


The times had proved especially auspicious for the 
business. The passing panic had brought about a re- 
adjustment of the credit system in favor of the cash 
purchase. Goeds could be bought lower and sold 
lower for cath than ever before in the experience of 
the customer. Trade began to push the business into 
capacity to meet its demands and it has kept pushing 
until, with Roebuck retired from the business, the 
present Sears, Roebuck & Co. Is capitalized at $49,- 
000,000, with sales of $50,000,000 @ year. The facade 
of the vast new plant, from two to six stories in 
height, ie 2,000 feet long, fronting a parkway which 
is open air ground for 8,000 employés..

Fire All Dissatisfied Nen; 


Sure to Be Poor Workers. 
By Jonas Howard. 


LARGE employer of men of many 

sorts and grades, ranging from the 

$10,000 a year superintendent to the 

$10 a week laborer, has a system of 

keeping bis working force free from 
that bane of all employers, incompetent work- 
ers, which might be copied with profit by 
other employers of men throughout the coun- 
try. It is a drastic system, dependent for its 
success upon what may be called harsh meas- 
ures, but the fact that it is a success, as years 
of experience have proved, justifies its adop- 
tion, at least from the employer's point of 
view. 

This man discovers those of his men who 
are dissatisfied with. their work. .Then— 
he discharges them. That is all there is to 
it, and his working force, comprising 800 or 
900 wage earners, who operate a large manu- 
facturing plant, offices andealesrooms, is kept 
as clean of the undesirable worker, the man 
who can't do,“ as the proverbial hound’s 
tooth. There is not to be found a dissatis- 
fied worker among the whole lot of them. 
That is, when one fs found he is quickly 
separated from his position, so that he is not 
to be found with the firm long after his state 
of dissatisfaction has been discovered. There 
ig not a man who does not work as well as he 
knows how.

Every Worker Expects Promotion. 

There is not a man on the pay roll whe does 
not believe that if he works well and has in 
him the power to do things as they should 
be done by men in the higher positions that 
he will not be given the chance to occupy 
one of these positions at the first vacancy. 
There is not one, save possibly among the few 
ignorant foreign laborers in the lowest order 
of the workers, who does not think that there 
is a chance for him to better himself without 
going outside of the firm’s employ to do it. 
It is a perfect force, if such a thing is posajble 
in a world of imperfect human beings. It is 
a model for other employés to copy af ter, and 
is made so by the institution and continuance 
of the Spartan policy of judging as unfit those 
who fail to put into their work the best that 
is in them because of dissatisfaction with 
their condition, 

Once upon à time, not so long ago, this 
man’s working force was anything but a 
model one. It was a poor organization, as 
most working forces are in big establish- 
ments, if the cold truth ie to be told. There 
were the inevitable gross and petty mei- 
clencles which hamper and hinder the prog- 
rese of a firm like poor boilers in steamships. 
For one period one department was the soul. 
of efficiency; the next it wasn’t. Asachainis 
dependent upon each and every one of its 
component links for its total etrengtl, so is 
a firm dependent upon every department for 
the sum total of its achievements. °

The old man got tired of the unsatis- 


tactory state of affairs.- He determined to ind 


out what was the matter, and he did. He 
found that in every department there were 
two or three men who were dragging along 
at their tasks in a half dead, mechanical 
fashion, dissatisfied with their work and 
doing their best, intentionally or otherwise, 
to make others the same. The old man ex- 
amined carefully into the records of the dis- 
satisfied men. To his surprise he found that 
every one of them was to be classed as a 
poor man.“ Not one of them had the er- 
ficiency that wins the marks of prospective 
promotion; not one but had been marked in 
the records as dead timber. 

“ Naturally, they are the kind who do get 
dissatisfied,’’ said the old man. “ They can’t 
get out of the lowest positions: they haven't

So he weedeé them out to the last man. 

This done, he dictated and distributed to 
every workman in the plant and to every 
member of the clerical and selling forces, a 
letter to the effect that. if you are dissatis- 
fied, quit before the firm finds ft out and fires 
you,” along with ceftain forcible reasons 
why a good man had no business getting dis- 
satisfied with his treatment while with the 
firm, that the firm always was on the eager 
lookout for said good men, that good men 
were much fewer in number than the demand 
of the day called for, and that none who 
might so be classed would escape favorable 
notice and promotion.

Further, he wrote that for the kind of men 
who did get dissatisfied, the kind whose 
ability was of such inferior order that they 
could hope to bold not! ¢ but the most In- 
significant positions, the acm had no use, and 
the sooner they changed employers the better 
it would be for their own feelings and their 
self-respect. 

The weeding out of the dissatisfied ones 
about a score in number opened the oppor- 
tunity for a number of promotions. They 
were made promptly. This created a feeling 
of confidence in the good intentions of the 
firm among the workers. Other dissatisfied 
inefficients were weeded out, opening the 
way for more promotions, The system has 
been carefully kept up. Whenever a man 
begins to show his dissatisfaction with his 
position, and no man becomes dissatisfied 
without wing it in tis work, he is let out 
without waste of time. Sometimes this 
ig a good thing for the man himself; it always 
is a good thing for the firm. It reduces the 
number of incompetent workers to a mini- 
mum, and it gives the rest of the force a spirit 
of confidence that good service will be re- 
warded, always. Of course it isn't rewarded 
always here, any more than it is anywhere 
else, but from the standpoint of the employ- 
er such condition approaches the ideal, Fur-

Women Work in Brewer y; 
Wages and ‘Conditions Bad. i 5 
By Zelda Ermine Stewart. 


HERE seems to be but one industry 
for women in which the drinks are 
on the house.“ It may be that there 
are not many instances where men are 
»rivileged to boast of this blessing, and 
in retaliation the envious solons of the Wis- 
consin legislature are about to pass a bill 
to prevent the employment of women and 
girls in breweries, where free drinks are 
handed out. Of course Wisconsin is not the 
only state where women work in breweries. 
The custom in some of these places ia to give 
each girl under 16 years half a pint three 
times a day; women over 16 are given a full 
pint at such intervals. In other places the 
beer is served in glasses to all who wish it 
and at any tima Not all the girls drink, 
however. . 
The work done by women and children in 
the large breweries throughout the country 
is of a character requiring almost no skill 
and thus attracting a portion of the popula- 
tion content with wages that would not per- 
mit them getting 8 * oe any other way. 


Wash Bottles ad Pet on Labels. 

In Milwaukee female brewery employés : 
are composed almost entirely of Polish wom- 
en and children. The work consists in wash- 
ing bottles and putting on labels and tin 
toll strips and in wrapping bottles for ship- 
ment. 

The youngest girts are stationed where 
they can catch the bttles as they come out 
of the machine, some putting on the labels 
and others putting on tin foil. The older 
women do the washing and inspecting, work- 
ing over great tanks of hot water and stand- 
ing in water all of the time, as the floors are 
always wet. 

The bottles are washed on revolving 
spindles. Ong woman holds the bottle 
against the sponge until it is clean, then 
passes it acrose the tank to another woman 
who rinses it and sees that R is not de- 
fective in any way. 

The clean bottles are placed on trucks, 
which are wheeled to the stacks by young 


girls. 
Work Under ‘Hare Conditions. 


Breweries are not nice places in which to 
work, the floor being flooded with water. 
The girls wear wooden shoes, partly from the 
habit which immigrated with them, but also 
te keep their feet dry as possible and to pro- 
tect themselves from the broken glass which 
everywhere bestrews the floor.

Every Paper Has Friends. 

You could not expect any great number of 
Tun TRIBUNE'S patrons to read any other 
morning paper: it is probable that they do 
not consider any other worth reading. 
Neither could you hope to see everybody in 
Chicago read this paper—its publishers do 
not claim it, nor does the publisher of any 
other morning paper make a similar claim. 
The same may be said concerning the even- 
ing papers. 

But there are tens of thousands of morning 
paper readers who also buy and read the 
evening papers. This means duplication ina 
sense, but it can be overcome entirely by 
having two sets of advertisements—one for 
morning and one for evening. It is not a 
subject for worry, however, as repetition 
sometimes is necessary to securs a 100 per 
cent audience-—the only thing in caver of 
duplicate circulation. 

In localized work the value of newspapers 
can not be overestimated. They are the main 
stay of the department store, the shoe store, 
the haberdasher, and all other advertisers 
whose business is done with their home 
people. Such institutions may use the street 
cars and billboards in a supplemental way, 
but the newspaper gets most of the appro- 
priation.

How about the national advertiser—shouléd 
he use the newspapers, too? We again say 
that in local work the well planned newes- 
paper campaign surpasses any other for ef- 
clency and quick returns.

The sales record showed an alarming 
decrease in business; tl ; firm had done little 
or no street car or outdoor work; and the 
newspapers never had been considered. At 
that timé the concern’s publicity campaign 
Was confined almost exclusively to the maga- 
zines—a select list of standard and women’s 
publications, whose combined cireujation 
Was more than fifteen million copies per 
month. Figuring on a basis of five readers 
for each copy circulated this mean 75,000,000 
readers. It seemed that the country Was 
being thoroughly covered, but a careful in- 
vestigation of conditions in thie particular 
locality showed only a small percentage of 
magazine readers.

prestige. There were two methods of eecur- 
ing quick resulte—sampliag and newepaper 
advertising. The latter was chosen; the 
strongest papers were selected and large 
copy was run every other day in the dailies 
and every week in the weekiy publications for 
a period covering two months. 

This short campaign won for the company 
the largést business it ever had known in 
that territory. 

If your business is local you should use 
your newspapers whether your appropriation 
be large or small.

Be Careful of Your Copy. 

The worst that can be said about the news- 
paper advertisement ie that it is short lived, 
In the dally it is one day long and in the 
weekly—one week. You read your dally paper 
and throw it aside because you know there 
Whatever 
reading you do is done hurriedly; if you are 
a busy man it Is not likely that you give more 
than one hour of your time morning and even- 
ing for this purpose. You are expected to 
learn all that is worth knowing—in this short 
time. 

This necessitates the most careful prepara- 
tion of copy. It must be strong, attractive, 
and convincing. There is no infallible rule 
covering length of copy; it all depends upon 
your audience. The short, terse style will 
appeal to one class of readers while others 
want all the detalls and all the reasons, whys 
and wherefores of your proposition.

Searching the Orient for Fabrics. 

In the construction of one famous gown Mrs. How- 
ard made two trips to Paterson, N. J., to secure the 
proper shade in a hank of dyed embroidery silk. Her 
agents are sent through the Orient to get this and that 
fabric. Special jewelers are employed to design her 
buckles and buttons. 

“Only the Japanese know the secret of the lacquer- 
ing of thread in making cloth of silver so that it never 
will tarnish,” is one of her explanations as to the 
buying of Japanese cloth for the underfoundation of a 
famous cloud gown of pink and blue chiffons with a 
silver lining. As a hint as to prices of gowns that are 
so beautiful that they may be almost permanent, the 
Japanese fabric, narrow stuff, of which it takes from 
fifteen to twenty yards to line a gown, is $100 a yard. 

“You couldn't design a gown in less than three 
months to save your life,” is one of this dressmaker’s 
exclamations. “Before the design is complete in my 
mind I work it out with materials, only depending on 
my water color sketches for the first ideas. It is likely 
that it may be changed from the original, for the 
‘flat’ design will not work out in material, and often 
no two materials will act alike.” 

In something the way that orders for paintings are 
given, orders for gowns are placed in this kind of a 
shop. One of Chicago's rich women went down to Mrs. 
Howard’s one day to see what she had and what she 
could do. While she sat there she ‘was thinking.

Mrs. Howard could and did, evolving a wonderful 
drese with the corset and.petticoat attached under it, 
all to go on with one sweep over the head, and yet not 
interfering with the stately Greek lines. Into the 
square open neck was sewn a necklace of crystals with 
semi-precious stones set between, which finished the 
dress to perfection without the addition of anything 
extraneous. 

On this gown, beautiful to a degree and easily 
recognized as marvelous in structure, was founded Mrs. 
Howard's reputation with the best dressed women of 
Chicago. To that she has added one sartorial wonder 
after another. 

One hears a great deal about the Carmencita gown 
that was made for Miss Italia Blair after the painting 
by Sargent in the Luxembourg. Tradition persists that 
this gown was made in Spain. In reality it was done by 
Mrs. Howard, and even had a more remarkable struc- 
ture and superstructure n the corseted dinner dress. 
The problem that confronted the modiste was that the 
dress must be held out with hoops—it was a Spanish 
dancer’s dress of an older period and must be made 
up to date in becomingness, although true to the or- 
iginal. 

Nothing would show the art point of view with 
which fabrics can be handled to produce light and 
shade better, perhaps, than the $6,000 gown which it took 
two years to build. It was of deep cream broadcloth 
of a resistible quality, more like kid—Mrs. Jack Gard- 
ner had a gown made from the same piece, by the 
way. Mrs. Howard planned to bring out the bottom 
edges, the yoke, and what might be called the archi- 
tectural parts of this dress in an embroidery of satin 
cord done on net-—so intricate as to be practically a 


lace. 
The high lights were to be in this satin relief, so 


the net woven to build it on must not be silk, else 


the “mat” background could not be obtained. Dull 
material must be chosen, so a wool thread was used 
for the net.

How shall she arrange her hair so that it 
will add to the attractiveness of her per- 
sonal appearance and yet not be 80 
fanciful as to teen her getting 
a job? n 
What kind of a hat shall she wear for 
business? Shall she affect gay colors or 
shall she stick to the classic black and white shirt- 
waist? ) 

As a summer stenographer is she better in wash 
dresses throughout or shall she wear 4 substantial 
skirt with her shirtwaist? To what extent may she 
indulge in Dutch necks and short sleeves, lingerie 
waists, and other hot weather accessories? 

Also what shall she buy and what can she afford 
to buy, wherein can she get the best results for 
her money? These are questions which may be asked 
even down to her gloves and shoes and neckwear. 

These questions, important because some of them 
even enter into the list of specifications fürnished by 
employers—are answered here by some of the most 
expert authorities. 

The pictorial answer is given in the three sketches 
which are by three of Chicago's most celebrated illus- 
trators. Portraying the choicest clothes that come 
into Chicago as a matter of everyday work, and 
studying what is popular for femininity from every 
possible standpoint of appearance, there could be no

Artist's View of Ideal Stendgrapher. 

Dach has been asked to portray the “ideal ste- 
nographer,” with the result that this much talked of 
young person is seen from the top of her dainty hat 
to the sole of her stylish new boot. No girl need be 
afraid to choose costume, waist, tie, color, or any 
other detail from the cut of her skirt to the doing of 
her coiffure in line with these herein pictured. Can 
she attain the general look and air of tue business 
girl as it attractively is suggested by these artists, 
she will be worthy of the magic term, “High class 
business woman.“ 

“ Always providing that she is strictly tailor made 
the practical hint which I would give the stenog- 
rapher,” said Miss Lillian Musgat, “is that there 
is nothing that it will pay her better to be particu- 
lar about than her hand bag. It will pay her to get 
the best leather on account of the wear she gives it 
and if it is of the newest shape it will add distinction 
to her appearance as it is the one accessory that she 
always has with her. She should be equally particu- 
lar about her shoes and get the kind without high 
heals, even if she has to pay more for them. There 
is nothing which is more objectionable than high 
heels, unless it is silk petticoats, and when they form 
an alliance the effect in tatters and threads is sure 
to be something frightful. The ordinary pay of a 
stenographer will not admit the wearing of silk 
skirts every day and keep them in good condition, 
and it she knew the out of place sound which the 
swish and rustie has in the office, she would be con- 
tented to save them for ‘dress’ and wear pretty bril- 
liantine or striped wash skirts. The effect is the 
Same as perfumery, high pompadours, and cheap jew- 


elry.”

Tailor Made Suit the Basis. 

Mme. Fannie Reiss of the Dressmakers’ associa- 
tion, allows more latitude to the fit business outfit. 
“It makes all the difference in the world where her 
work lies—and where her Office is,” she says. “If sh 


is stenographer in a tannery ar foundry, or even in a 
distinctly commercial office, she must be a great deal 
more substantially, not to say plainly, dressed than if 
she is a stenographer in a dry goods store or big dress- 
making shop. In this atmosphere clothes bordering 


on the fanciful would not look out of place. There is 


one thing which if the office girl will take pains to 
do will add to her appearance, and that is always ‘to 
have a bit of color about her shirt waist, or white 
at the neck if her waists are dark. White lawn bands 
give an appearance of being well and neatly dressed 
that nothing else does. In the bit of color, too, is 
the same sense of finish. Of course the tailor made 
su.. may be her standby.”

Correct Hat for Office W ear. 

“What is the most attractive business hat?” was 
asked of Madam Hunt, the president of the Milliners’ 
association. “It always should harmonize with her 
suit and it should not be of a brilliant color. A bril- 
liant red or blue hat is out of place for office wear. 
Pretty grades of tone can be followed in it, however. 
Brown could be carried out in many shades until they 
were as light as champagne color. Except in the 
midsummer, let her leave out flowers and trim with 
ribbons or wings. She can have the most stunning 
buckles she can get—it always will look remarkably 
well downtown. A sailor she can have trimmed with 
flowers, for she should not wear a sailor plain, unless 
she is extremely young. An all white hat is out of 
place downtown, unless it is a little stiff hat trimmed 
with wings and then it should be worn only during 
hot weather, when she is in white duck or tailor 
made suits. Ostrich feathers are not to be worn at the 
office. One of the little things that give the ste- 
nographer the ‘right look’ is the being particular to 
wear—or carry—a jacket like her suit. If it is only 
a little linen coat to her linen suit, let her have it 
with her.”

Extravagant Pompadours Under Ban. 

Practical probfs of the aversion to certain kinds 
of dress can be found in many offices. In one big 
office employing many girls the lingerie waist is not 
allowed, and in another girls are asked not to roll their 
sleeves up. Incidentally, in one office a girl was 80 
vest that she left. 

At the North American Iusurance company Mrs. 
Gordon, the manager of the sgtenographic force, does 
not take the girl with the extravagant pompadour, and 
a search would indicate that this kind of hair dressing 
ie hard to find in the better class of offices. Where 
women are managers ready distinctions are made be- 
tween the details of appropriate and inappropriate 
dress, but in those offices where men are heads of de- 
partments their idea often ig misleading. 

“The best stenographers we have might be little 
country dressmakers for all you notice of their clothes. 
In fact, I think those who dress the plainest are the 
best,” is the way the matter is put by Mr. Meeker of 
the American Steel and Wire company. 

A survey of the girls whom this gentleman pointed 
out as his best material, however, showed the girl who 
was nicely dressed, but inconspicuous. Habit skirts, 
large pompadours, and thin waists were absent.

Expensive Rings Raise a Question. 

As there are all grades of stenographers, however, 
there are all shades of thg dress question and its in- 
fluences. At one of the exchanges there was related 
a business romAnce which rounded a close corner. A 
girl had been sent to a firm as assistant bookkeeper at 
$18 a week. The bookkeeper was a man and the new 
assistant did her work ‘so well that the question came 
up of giving her his place and getting another as- 
sistant.

Another instance which shows how vital the dress 
question is becoming to the stenographer was furnished 
by this exchange: The employer quoted had sent in 
the request that the stenographer must be a girl who 
put on a clean shirt waist every day. 

“The position is with the manager of the firm,” 
says the man who makes the application, “she will be 
constantly seen by some of the highest class business 
men, and it is necessary that she shall have that im- 
maculateness that only can be achieved by fresh linea 
every day.” | 

“This man is from New York, and he has not yet 
become accustomed to Chicago dirt nor to Chicago 
laundry prices. 

What price does he want to pay for all this? He 
ought at least to be willing to give $3 or $4 a week 
extra,” paid the manager. But he didn’t. He only 
wanted to pay $15 a week, and two girls were turned 
away who, after visiting him, demanded $18 a week. 

“If, with his demand for the high priced ‘tailor 
made style the employer grows more and more parsi- 
monious, nobody will be able to handle the dress ques- 
tion,” said a stenographer. .

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These corporations have issued an order 
prohibiting conductors and motormen 
from allowing their sweethearts to ride 
on the cars with them while they are at 
work. What sort of a rule is this, Cupid 
would like to know? Where is there any fairness 
about it? How do the companies expect to get mar- 
ried men, which they admittedly prefer, to run their 
cars for them if they maintain such an obnoxious 
ruling? Is this consistent with good business prin- 
ciples? 

The union has intimated that it will demand a 
repeal of this rule when the time comes to make 
another agreement with the companies. The men 
say that when the companies compel them to work 
‘all sorts of outlandish hours they should be compen- 
sated by having the privilege of taking their sweet- 
Hearts and other feminine friends with them on the 
cars. With their working hours so regulated that 
they have no time for lovemaking at home or in the 
perks, as other young men do, they think it is no more 
than right that the companies should permit them 
to take their best girls with them on the trips 
they make. Dan Cupid thinks: so too, and unless 
the companies change their attitude soon they will 
have trouble on their hands.

Encroachment Upon Men's Private Righis. 


According to the street oar men, the right to carry 
their sweethearts with them is one worth fighting 
for and it is rumored around the car barns that un- 
less the corporations relent there will be a strike. 
The rule is looked upon by the men as an encroacly~ 
ment upon their private rights and on more than one 
occasion the union officials have considered the ad- 
visability of asking the company heads to repeal it. 

President Mitten of the Chicago City railway, while 
not opposed to love making on the part of his em- 
ployés, does not see how they can attend to their girls 
and their work at the same time. In the book of 
rules given to each motorman and conductor, and 
signed by the president of the company, it is stipulated 
that trainmen shall not talk to anybody on the cars, 
except in the line of their business, and that they 
' shall not argue with the passepgers. On the big new 
‘ears of the Indiana avenue line a notice is painted on 

the head light box, just in front of the motorman, 
Warning him not to speak to passengers. 

We have found by experience that this rule is 
absolutely necessary for the proper conduct of the 
mre: gt said President Mitten. “If the men were 
allowed to talk to the passengers some of them would 

do nothing but entertain their sweethearts. As it is, 
we heat reports occasionally of trainmen who carry 
their best girls with them on their trips. To say that 
we try to discourage matrimony among the men would 
be ridiculous, however, because we do not. Why, out 
in the Wentworth avenue car barns we have set up 


a barber shop where the men can get a shave for’ 


10 cents and a bootblacking stand where they can 
get a shine for Ce 
* 
Company Likes Neat Conductors. 

“In addition to these, we have made arrange- 
ments with certain tailors to do their repair work 
cheaply and in ev way we can think of we try to 
encourage the trainmen to look neat. This has a 
good effect in the impression they make on the young 
women who ride on the trains. A neatly dressed’ and 
good looking street car conductor or motorman has 
every chance in the work to win the hearts of the 
young women ngers who ride on the cars and 
while we cannot see our way clear to allow trainmen 
to hold protracted conversations with the young 
women, we can do nothing to prevent them from mak- 
ing love with their eyes, which is more effective, nor 
from arranging meetings out G working hours. The 
men have no complaint coming as far as I can see.” 

Some of the drivers and nickel extractors that run 
on the cars take a different view They say that no 
harm is done by allowing a young Woman to stand on 
the front or rear platform where they can talk to her 
between crossings, or when there is nothing’ else to do. 
The motormen argue that a sweetheart would take 
up no more room than an ordinary nger and as 
far as taking their minds off their wo they declare 
that is all bosh. Old time motormen ert that it 
is just as easy to run a street car whik talking to 
somebody standing beside them as it is whép the front 
platform is deserted. James Welliver, a \handsome 
young unmarried motorman on one of t surface 
lines, has positive views on the subject. \

Says the Rule Is Absurd. 

It's absurd for the companies to make such ꝭ rule 
as that,” he declares. “Why, when I have my s¥eet- 
heart on the front end with me, as I often do in ite 
of the rule, I can run the car much more satisfacto 5. 
When a fellow is standing out there alone he is in\a 
hurry to get through and home, and for that reaso 
he turns on the juice to the last notch, greatly en- 
Gangering the lives of children and others who may 
be crossing the street. He becomes reckless in a way; 
ort of don't care spir:t takes possession of him 
and it's anything to get to the end of the trip.

he is more careful. He knows beforehand that time 
will go quicker when she is along and for the reason 
he is in no particular hurry.

Other motormen and conductors hold similar views. 
Jimmy Wells, a conductor. on the south side, said it 
would be greatly to the advantage of the companies 
to do everything possible to encourage the young 
women friends of the trainmen to ride on the cars.

Married Men Make Best Employes. 

“Such a move on their part,“ says Jimmy, natur- 
ally would encourage matrimony among the street car 
men and the companies admit their preference for 
married men to run the cars. With all the men mar- 
ried there would be far less possibility of strikes or 
labor disturbances of any kind. When a man is mar- 
ried he does not rush hastily into a strike whenever 
an agitator suggests such a move. We stréet car men 
have to work all sorts of hours. Sometimes we have 
to get out early in the morning and work until noon. 
Then we are allowed to sleep until evening, when 
we have to climb back on to the cars for a night run. 

hat doesn't give us much of a chance to be ladies’ 
men in the usual way, and naturally our only recourse 
* to take our sweethearts with us on the cars. As far 


1 can see, the presence of one of my girl friends 
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on the car does not detract in any way from my 
ability as a conductor. On the contrary, it makes me 
work all the harder. A fellow likes to ‘show off’ 
when his girl is around and I have seen conductors 


hustle around with twice their usual speed when their . 


girls were riding with them on the cars.” 
Regarding the question as to whether the girl 
friends of the trainmen should pay fare or not, opin- 
ions differ. Of course, the company officials say it is 
robbery for a conductor, not to collect a nickel from 
his sweetheart just the same as he would an ordinary 
passenger. None of several conductors questioned on 


the subject would admit that they required their 


sweethearts to pay fare when they rode back and 
ferth on the cars. Most of them said the company 
ought to be willing to pay the girls for riding on the 
cars.

Elevated Guards Have Advantages. 


On the elevated roads the girls can ride without so 
much fear of detection. On these Mnes the guards have 
no fares to collect, and as the platforms usually are 
deserted during the evening ‘hours, the guards have 
everything their own way. On the elevated roads the 
motormen are at somewhat of a disadvantage for the 
reason that they are boxed up in a little compartment 
in the front end of the car where no one can, talk’ to 
them. At the end of each run, though, they have a 
little time and this they make good use of to! promote 
their case with the young-woman who has ridden ithe

entire length of the line just for the pleasure of a few 
minutes’ talk at the end. The men on the stilted roads 
have an advantage over those who work on the sur- 
face lines. When a girl once pays her fare on the 
elevated road she is free to ride all night if she cares 
to do so, as there is no way of forcing her to leave the 
line until she gets ready.

NOTES FOR THE 


N putting a shirt waist sleeve together always 
remember that the fold at the back of the 
sleeve must be perfectly smooth; there must 
not be the slightest tendency towards a twist.

In putting the two piece sleeves together the same 
principle is involved. The sleeve never should be held 
up in the hands to put together, but Isid on a lapboard 
or table. The front seam is pinned first, being careful to 
have elbow curves together; then the outside or upper 
part ie folded over, 80 that the fold that is made by 
so doing is a smooth one—pinning the seam in this man- 
ner throws the proper fullness at the elbow. This 
should be gathered in the smallest stitches, and the full- 
ness. distributed over about a two inch space. Care must 
be used in handling this seam from the elbow down, 36 
it is rather bias and will stretch easily.

Planked Meats. 

Cooking meats by this method is one of the 
easiest and simplest ways known, and one 
that gives to meats or fish the sweet flavor of 
that cooked over a wood fire. For 25 cents 
a carpenter will secure for you a smooth 
plank of hardwood, two inches thick, eight 
or ten inches wide, and from twelve to fifteen 
inches long, and slightly hollowed in the 
center to retain the juices. Until it has been 
used several times it will need to be brushed 
over each time with melted butter. Toclean 
it scour with salt, and do not wash it. For 
cooking meats or fish, first let the plank get 
thoroughly hot, and when the meats have 
cooked from ten to fifteen minutes, turn and 
let cook from ten to twenty minutes longer. 
Fish should be basted witha mixture of one- 
third cup of melted butter, tablespoonful of 
lemon juice, and a little pepper. On lamb 
or mutton chops use tomato sauce or catsup. 
The food must be served on the plank, which 
may rest on a large napkin covered platter 
or tray.

Every Woman's Share Is 389.77 K. 

Translated inte terms of one, this means that each 
of Chicago's womankind down to the youngest child 
averages $89.77% for dress money. If you are a dis- 
ciple of Bernard Shaw, and share his socialistic princi- 
ples, and at the time spend more than this, you 
apend more than your share. If you dress for less you 
are at least in no danger of encroaching upon the dress 
money belonging to some other woman. 

Eighty-nine dollars a year looks impossibly small to 
the average woman—wusing average in the sense of 
typical—at least to the woman who thinks she is the 
average. The most elastic phase of what might con- 
stitute the typical woman is found to be in what she 
spends upon dress. Here “typical” might mean any- 
thing from the most conservative spenders among so- 
clety women to the school teacher, for instance. It is a 
plaint of the Chicago school teacher, made in several 
personal interviews, that her salary as it averages does 
not allow her to dress as well as many business women 
—hardly as the more prosperous office woman., On the 
other hand, for the society woman, according to Mrs. 
Plamondon, $6,000 is an average amount. 

Another Chicago society woman estimates that a 
woman can dress beautifully on $4,000. The woman 
who reaches these figures bases her calculation on what 
would be considered good shoping and hard headed buy- 
ing. She points out that this kind of buying is the 


fashion for the younger women of Chicago, who revert 


to the type of their grandmothers in getting good value 
for their money, whéreas the generation that her 
mother “belonged to Was more extravagant in propor- 
tien to her smaller standards as to what was necessary. 
The society woman of the more prominent type in Chi- 
cago who dresses within the $4,000 figures knows. good 
effects and always takes care to get at them with the 
least possible expenditure. 

This is an eVident characteristic among many 
women in Chicago.. It is estimated by a young married 
Woman well known in Chicago society that two tailor 
mades a year for general wear, and one velvet or light 
broadcloth for afternoon and visiting, is the typical 
Chicago expenditure for street clothes. The bulk of her 
pense is made up in evening and dinner gowns, and 
these she sometimes sells to realize something on those 
gowns which her, position will not allow her to over- 
work. It also is known that there are certain women 
in these circles who look here and there for a 350 tailor 
where formerly it was their habit to patronize the $80 
to $150 kind. Of course, this figure is on only the plain- 
est possible tailor suit.

Railways Ask Federal Judge 
to Make Order Against 
Missouri Law. 


HADLEY SEES PERIL. 


Says That United States Tribunal 
Should Leave Question to 
the Commonwealth. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 15.—[{Special The 
first battle of the finish fight now being waged 
by the state of Missouri on the one hand and 
the railways doing business within ita bor- 
ders on the other was fought before Judge 
Smith McPherson in the United States Dis- 
triet court today. 

Both sides had obtained injunctions, the 
state's restraining the roads from violating 
the 2 cent fare law which went into effect 
Thursday midnight, and the roads’ enjoining 
the state from enforcing the provisions of 


that statute. 
Argument today was on the application of 
the carriers to have their writ made perme- 


Contention of the Railways. 

Attorney Frank Hagerman opened for the 
eighteen transportation companies inter 
ested. In part he said: 

The Minnesota, Texas, North, and South 
Dakota rate cases have established the law 
to be that, while the legislature may fix 
rates, it can only do so to the extent that 
they shall be fixed in such reasonable sum 
@s to insure a reasonable return upon the 
money invested. This right is constitutional 
and of it the railroad companies cannot be 
deprived. 

Im 1905 the legislature of Missouri passed 
e um freight rate bill, to enjoin which 
the railroads of the state filed bills, ob- 
tained temporary injunctions, and took tes- 
timony, the cases being set before the master 
for argument upon June 18. At its session 
tn 1907 it repealed the 1905 law, except as to 
penakies. and undertook to pass a new act 
increasing the freight rates, to the extent 
that the governor, in his special message, 
indicated that he thought they were un- 
reasonable, but practically as part of the 
game transaction offset this increase by 
passing a maximum passenger rate Fl re- 
ducing the passenger rates from 8 cents to 2 
cents, attempting to put it in such form that 
it could only be enforced by the criminal law 
and the enforcement thereof could not be 
enjoined pending a hearing aa to its unrea- 
@onableness. 

Says Legislature Could Not Act. 

“The railroad presented an application to 
file an amended and supplemental! bill in the 
pending cases upon the theory that the ques- 
tion of the returne to which the railroad com- 
panies were entitled was pending in the fede 
eral court, and while that was so no legis- 
lature could pass any law to interfere with 
or prevent the determination of that ques- 
tion. Besides this, there are many special 
duties to be performed by the railroad com- 
missioners and attorney genera! in reference 
to passenger rates. The penalties which 
acerue are required to be speciaily collected 
and preserved by the county treasurers and 
9 and under the law, passengers have 

vil remedies. Therefore, besides making 
2 railroad commissioners and attorney 
general parties defendant, the county judges 
end county treasurer are aleo named as wel 
as certain passengers who travel upon the 
roads, the latter being sued as a class upon 
the theory that an adjudication of their 
rights can be determined in this case. 


Hadley Uphold State’s Power. 

Mr. Hadley, in opposing the application of 
the railroads for leave to file their supple- 
mental bill, said in part: 

“The right of the complainants to file a 
supplemental! bill in this case goes directly to 
the question of the jurisdiction of the state or 
federa! courts. 

“The people of the state of Missouri, in 
their sovereign acity, have fixed certain 
maximum freight rates and a 2 cent passen- 
ger rate. Upon Thursday and Friday the 
courts of the state of Missouri! issued a tem- 
porary restraining order on the application 
of the state, enjoining the railroads from re- 
fusing to comply with the provisions of these 


ws. 

“The railroads enjoined have voluntarily 
eome within the state of Missouri and en- 
gaged in business here. The courts of Mis- 
souri are now ready to proceed to a speedy 
determination of the question as to whether 

these laws should or should not be enforced. 
But the railroads are asking that the state 
Officials be enjoined upon the ex parte affi- 
davit of an employé of the several railroad 
companies from enforcing the law of the 
state. 

“ The jurisdiction of the state courts in this 
matter is coextensive with the jurisdiction 
of the federal courte, and in order to main- 
tain, without controversy and friction, our 
dua! system of state and federal sovereignty 
the jurisdiction of the state courts should be 
recognizea and respected. 

Sees Menace to Government. 

“If the complainants are to be granted 
the order asked for, the legislature of a sov- 
ereign state can be kept in constant tutelage 
by the federal courts. Such a condition 
would be destructive of our system and form 
of government, and overthrow that sover- 
eignty which is reserved by the states under 

provisions of the federal constitution.” 


COAST DEFENSE DRILL RULES 
ARE MADE LESS RIGOROUS. 


Recruiting Office in Texas Gets Revised 
Instructions from Washington Re- 
garding Service in the Fortifications. 


Houston, Tex., June 15.~The recruiting 
Station for the United States army has just 
received the new instructions promulgated 
by the war department for the management 
and drill of the troops torming the coast 
artillery, that branch of the service in charge 
of the seacoast defense of the country. 

To make the artillery service more at- 
tractive it is provided that all drilis and in- 
structions, including the exercises in plant- 
ing torpedoes in the harbors, shall be con- 
cluded by 1 o’clock each afternoon. When it 
is necessary to have a night drill the morn- 
ing drill on the following day is to be omit- 
ted. Drilis at night in the coast artillery are 
necessary to make the men and officers fa- 
miliar with working the guns at night by 
searchlight. 

The average citizen is not aware how well 
detended the harbors are, nor how thorough 
the Instruction necessary to keep the ar- 
tilerymen ready to repel the entrance of a 
hostile fleet. 

One could visit a heavily fortified port, such 
as San Francisco, without noticing any of the 
armament, for the guns are all concealed, 
and no one except the soldiers are allowed to 
eee them. 

Target practice at a target 6,000 to 10.000 
yards away, which cannot be seen at all by 
the men in the gun pit, is of absorbing in- 
terest to any one. The location of the tar- 
get, which represents a hostile ship, towed 
by a tug. ls determined by the chief plotter, 
buried in a heavily armored observation sta- 
tion, possibly 1,000 yards from the gun. He 
telephones his determined location to the 
gun pit, the gun is trained as determined 
by the instruments, and fired, cleaned, and

Dr. T. J. J. See of the United 
States Observatory Tells 
of Discoveries. 


COAST CITIES IN DANGER. 


Says Shores of Pacific, the Deep- 
est of Oceans, Are Con- 
stantly Menaced. 


Montgomery City, Mo., June 15.—[Special. } 
—Dr. Thomas Jefferson Jackson See, the 
famous astronomer of the United States naval 
observatory at Mare Island, Cal., now in 
this city-visiting his old home, has given out 
a remarkable interview. 

He says he has discovergd the one com- 
mon cause of the si classes of natural 
phenomena—the eec leakage of the ocean 
bottom which gtves rise to the development 
of steam beneath the earth's crust owing to 
the earth’s internal heat. 

He also points out that the chief danger 
of these agitations is along the sea coast, and, 
while serving a useful purpose, it ts well to 
be prepared for their visitation, to prevent 


great destruction of life and property, as has | 


often happened, owing to lack of understand- 
ing of natural laws. 


“It seems to be clearly proved,“ said Dr. 


See, that the earth is not contracting, as 
heretofore held by men of science, but that 


the effects of secular cooling of the globe are 
insensible. If I am not entirely mistaken 1 
have shown that the earth, so far from con- | 
tracting, may be slightly expanding. In any | 
case, earthquakes and volcanoes, as well as 


mountain formation in general, depend upon 
the secular leakage of the ocean bottoms. 


„ Oites Reasons for Statements. 


“The great earthquake and volcanic belts | 
are along the shores of continents, or in the 
sea, and a study of the ocean depths shows | 
that the earthquakes are worst where tite | 
sea is deepest and the shore is steepest. The 
land is often uplifted by earthquakes and the 


adjacent sea bottom sinks, as shown by the 
accompanying seismic sea waves, which 
means that lava is being expelled from be- 
neath the sea and pushed under the adjacent 
land. 

“All the great mountain chains have been 
formed by this process, and hence the exact 
parafelism to the seashore, known to every 
school boy, but not heretofore understood by 
geologists. So long as we did not know the 
cause of mountain formation, or erroneously 
attributed it to the secular cooling of the 
por ‘we could not make any advance in the 
analysis of earthquake causes. But now 
that earthquakes are proved to be due to the 
leakage of the ocean bed, necessarily re- 
sulting from the great depth and pressure of 
the water upon it, we are in a position t make 
progress. 

Coast Cities Kiways Menaced. 

W- know that cities on the coasts of deep 
seas are always unsafe, and therefore their 
houses Should be constructed to withstand 
earthquake and means should be provided 
for the extinction of conflagrations. If the 
people of San Francisco had possessed our 
present knowledge nearly all the loss sus- 
tained in the earthquake could have been pre- 
vented. California today would have been 
better off by some three hundred millions of 
dollars. And Stanford university would not 
have suffered the ruin which has been 30 
deeply regretted. 

„Knowledge of the laws of nature does not 
enable us to repair damage already done, but 
it enables us to guard against a repetition of 
disaster, and is therefore most useful to the 

people and to the state. If a repetition of 
such disastere can bé prevented in future 
there will be much to console those who suf- 
fered so heavily in the great earthquake of 
April 18, 1906. 

“ Many persone are slow to recognize the 
value of ecientific discovery unless it turns in 
dollare and cents, but assuredly that which 
pute us on guard against such losses must be 
ranked among the important services to man- 
kind. Such 2 will not only prove use- 
ful in our own day and generation but will 
become a source of increasing safety through- 
out future ages.” 


Frisco Lesson for Others. 

Dr. See said that the leakage of the ocean, 
which gives rise to the development of steam 
within the earth, is slow, as the water has to 
work down through over ten miles of solid 
rock like granite. 

„No other great earthquake is, therefore, 
to be expected at San Francisco during this 
generation. In fact, it will be fiftty—perhaps 
100—years before the subterranean stress be- 
comes powerful enough to shake the eartb 
again in a violent manner. San Francisco 
is, therefore, safe, and rapidly rebuilding. 
Other towns on the Pacific coast, however, 
ought to take warning from experience and 
be prepared for any emergency which may 
arise. The whole western part of our coun- 
try beyond the Rocky mountains has been up- 
lifted from the sea by earthquakes within 
recent geological time, and, of course, the 
ocean continues this work of making more 
land. Except for earthquakes all the lan4 
would long since have been washed down and 
the sea would have covered the entire globe. 
Earthquakes, therefore, serve a most useful 
purpose in the world, because it is only by 
these forces that any land has been raised 
above the sea to make possible the develop- 
ment of the higher forms of animals and 
plants upon the earth. Harthquakes, there- 
fore, are not to be dreaded, but we must be 
prepared for them so the damage done will 


be minimum. 
rn Coast Is Safe. 

„No serious disturbance of the earth need 
ever be feared in inland high, dry regions, 
such as Kansas and Colorado, but on the 
coast, where the sea is deep, the people must 
learn to be prepared for such emergencies. 
Our eastern coast is bordered by a shallow 
sea, and earthquakes are not frequent in that 
region. The Pacific is the deepest of the 
oceans, and surrounded by the greatest 
earthquake beits; but the worst disturbances 
occur in South America, Japan, and the 
Aleutian islands, and not in our ewn coun- 
t ve 

"Prof. Gee said that the theory of earth- 
quakes which he had developed had been 
vaguely outlined by Aristotle and Plato 
among the Greeks, but they were unable to 
complete it at so early a date; yet they 
ascribed earthquakes to the agitation of 
vapors confined within the earth and en- 
deavoring to escape and diffuse themselves 
in the atmosphere. 

Dr. See was born in this country forty-one 
years ago, and received his early education 
here and at the state university, and also 
at the university at Berlin. 

He formerly was professor of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and while in connection with 
the Lowell observatery in Arizona discov- 
ered about 600 new double stars. He was ap- 
* professor of mathematics in the navy 

1899, and has made many tmportant in- 
— since he entered the government 
service.

POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT OR- 
DERS SERVICE EXTENDED. 


Many Small Offices Now Authorised 
to Sell Postal Orders to Patron 
Postmasters Threatened with Dis- 
missal if They Show Obstinacy— 
Meyer Will Recommend to Con- 
gress a Form of Postal Note to Re- 

„ place Stamps Inside of Letter. 


Washington, D. C., June 15,—Of the 64,000 
postoffices in the country at any one of which 
registry business may be transacted only 
38,000 [inclusive of 4,000 stations] are author- 

d to do a money order business. While 
doubting the feasibility of extending money 
order facilities to ad postoffices, Postmaster 
General Meyer, to meet as far as practicable 
the needs of the business public and promote 
its convenience in the transmission of money 
through the malle, today issued a sweeping 
order, which said in part: 

* Recognizing the fact that there is a de- 
mand on the part of the public for this exten- 
sion, the department expects to be aided in 
carrying out its policy in this respect by the 
earnest codperation of its employés and of 
postmasters and all others connected in any 
way with the postal service. 


Will Brook No Interference. 

“It must be understood that the depart- 
ment will not brook interference on the part 
of its officers or employés with the policy 
above outlined, and it is enjoined upon all 
connected with the service to use every effort 
to promote the use of postal money orders 
for remittances by mail. Failure on the 
part of any postmaster or postoffice employé 
to adhere to the requirements of this order 
will endanger the official position of the de- 
linquent.”’ 

Postmaster General Meyer will recommend 
to the next congress that legislation be 
enacted providing for the introduction of 
postal notes for sums not exceeding $2.50, 
or perhaps $5.00, which may be issued with- 
out the filing of a written application or 
the, sending of an advice, and be obtainable, 
not only at all money order offices, but at 
many of the smaller postoffices, where it 
may not We feasible to issue money orders. 

Will Take Place of Stamps. 

Postage stamps are used largely for re- 
mittances of fractional amounts, coing be- 
ing unsuitable for transmission in letters, 
and a substitute therefor, adapted to this 
use, has long been demanded. The pro- 
posed postal note is Intended to supply this 
want. It would be issued for a smaller fee 


than the money order, could be more easily 


procured, and might be placed for sale at 
thousands of offices too smal} to be made 
money order offices. 


TO PUNISH THE RATE DODGERS. 


United States Agents on Trail of Ship- 
pers Who Give False Valuation 
of Goods. , 


Washington, D. C., June 15.—Alb shippers 
who underrate their shipments in order to 
obtain cheaper commodity rates are to be 
punished. That is the order of the interstate 
commerce commission, which is on the trail of 
unscrupulous merchants. 

It has been the practice of some shippers 
to rate their goods as a lower class commodity 
than they really were, so as to get cheaper 
rates. For instance, on freight that should 
have gone as third class, they will give fourth 
class markings, and thus get a reduction on 
the regular tariff. 

The interstate commerce commission has 
just sent out circulars to all railroad compa- 
nies, ordering them to make a note of every 
saipper who indulges in this practice and 
give a list to an agent of the commission. 
Then, when the court work is begun here by 
the attorneys of the government, these ship- 
pers wil be punished as deserved. 

This ruling will save much trouble for the 
railroad companies, which have been forced 
to carry all goods at the shipper’s word. It 
will also have the effect of turning many 
thousands of dollars in extra charges their 
way.

Contrasting conditions today with those 
which he. encountered on the occasion of his 
last visit, a decade ago, he says: 

“The friendly rivalry between the United 
States and England is in nothing keener than 
in dramatic production. This rivalry is a 
comparatively new phenomenon. Ten years 
ago it could scarcely be said to exist. The 
English stage was then in the full flush of 
that renascence celebrated by Henry Ar- 
thur Jones, which had eet in about 1890 and 
bad brought to the front such dramatists 
as Pinero, Jones, Carton, and Chambers. 
Meantime the Arrerican stage had Bronson 


Howard, a dramatis! of great expertneégs lun 


French technica] methods, and was develop- 
ing a svhool of rural and ‘ hayseed drama. 
of which James A. Herne's ‘Shore Acres’ 
and Denman Thompson's The Old Home- 
stead’ were the leading examples. But for 
the most part the American stage lived upon 
imported plays, French and English. It 
could not for a moment rival the English 
stage in original productivity. 

That was ten years ago. Bight years ago 
when I last was in America; this state of at- 
fairs was already beginning to alter. Young 
American playwrights of unmistakable tal- 
ent, such as Clyde Fitch and A tus 
Thomas, were coming into the ne and 
James A. Herne had produced D Grimth 
Davenport,’ an American historical drama 
of high quality, But at that time people still 
shook their heads over the future of the 
American drama. It was being throttled 
(so the story went) Ay the nefarious syndi- 
cate, which looked only to Paris and London, 
and had no encouragement for rising native 
talent. That this complaint was in a measure 
just appears from the fact that in six weeks 
of assiduous theater going I saw no Ameri- 
can play of real note save the aforesaid 
‘Griffith Davenport.’ For the rest I was 
chiefly interested in comparing the American 
with the English performances of current 
English plays. French plays, too, were in 
evidence. New York was crowding to the 
meretricious ‘Zaza,’ and ‘Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac,’ in the person of Richard Mansfield, 
was making a triumphent tour of the other 
great cities. 

“So much for 1809. J] return in.1907, and 
what do I find? Well, the first fact that stares 
me in the face is that the nefarious syndicate 
has certainly not succeeded in throttling the 
American drama. I find eight or nine notable 
American plays running successfully on the 
New York stage, and no English production 
holding a prominent place in the bills. 
French plays, again—and this can scarcely 
have been a mere chance—were conspicuous- 
ly absent from the advertisement columns, 
On the other hand the success of Mr. Mans- 


be found in the American theater and com- 
menting on the absence of dress restrictions 
ad earstully dived up to in London he says: 

“ The immunity of America from the even- 
ing dress superstition is much more signifi- 


be in the society of an eloping countess. On 
rare occasions he may indulge in an excur- 
sion tq a Scotch moor in order to study its 
traditional fauna-—te wit: dukes, million- 
aires, and flunkies with lunch baskets. Out- 
side of Great Britain only two places exist 
for him—Paris and Monte Carlo. He. is fet- 
tered, in a word, to the west end of London. 
At the outset of his career Mr. ero at- 
tempted, as he sald; to get the scent of hay 
acrogs the footlights,’ but he soon abandoned 
that ambition. 

“The American dramatist suffers from ne 
such petty restriction. The whole wide feld 
of American life is open to him and he is 
learning rapidly to make good use of his free- 
dom. As people come to the theater in their 
working clothes, so they are willing to inter- 
est themselves in all aspects of the workaday 
world. The American public as a piper has 
no exclusive affection for dukes and million- 
aires. It has a keen appreciafion of charac- 
ter study in all walks of life, of domestic sen- 
timent, and of that ethical ' criticism which 
is at present so much in the air. 

On the whole I find the conditions ot the- 
atrical life much more free and h y in 
America than in England. In point of indi- 
vidual endawment our English playwrights 
have still the advantage. America has yet no 
such master craftsman as Mr. Pinera, no 
such delicate dramatic humorist as Mr. Bar- 
rie, and no such playwright-sophist as Mr. 
Bernard Shaw. But were I a young drama- 
tigt ambitious ot developing my genius freely 
I would shake the dust of Britain from my 
feet, plunge into American life, and try to 
Gepict it for the American people.“ 

— 


Leaving generalities and coming down to 
particular instances, Mr. Archer finds much 
to commend in the plays of Clyde Fitch, and 
gives it as his opinion that The Truth,” 
his latest work and a drama which made but 
slight impression. when seen here last. sea- 
son, shows a decided advance over any- 
thing written previously.

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11 is a mistake to think that theaters luke 
the Auditorium and the Hippodrome are the 
biggest things ever built. The self-compla- 
cent theatergoer looks around at the thou- 
eands of seats in these theatere and pities 
the poor man that lived in ages past. The 
tar gest regular theater in Chicago is the Au- 
ditorium, which seats 4,026. Even this hard- 
ly can be classed with the theaters that have 
shows every night, for- it is used seldom. The 
Coliseum is supposed to seat 156,000, but can- 
not be called a theater. Orchestra hall holds 
2,556 and the Casino 2,100. But all of these 
would look small beside some of the audi- 
torlums built by the ancients. :

Herodes Atticus bullt a theater at Athens 
to commemorate his wife's name. It held 
60,000 people. It was connected with the 
Dionyelac theater by a long passageway, so 
that if the theatergoer couldn't find a seat 
he could go’next door and probably find one 
among the 80,000 seats in that theater. The 
theater bulkt by Pompey. in 55 B. C. seated 
40,000 people, and a theater erected by mi- 
Uus Scaurus merely ae a temporary affair 
held 80,000.

Furthermore, these theaters excelled in 
magnificent decorations the ones that are 
bullt now. They aleo hed many mechanical! 
contrivances that are common now. One of 
them at Rome was built on a plan that is 
even more ingenious than the sinking tank 
of the Hippodrome or the two stages of the 
Madison Square theater. This theater, or 
rather two theaters, was built on pivots. The 
theaters were of wood aud were semi-cir- 
eular in shape. In the morning they were 
turned around back to back and made two 
theaters.. In the afternoon the two half cir- 
cles were swung around again and made one 
theater of a circular shape.
